_ Anfw. This Country lay between Fudea properly 
fo call‘ and Gaiilee, The mountain upon which it 
was built belong‘d to a certain man call’t Shemer, of 
whom Omri King of //rael bought it, and thereupon 
this City was call'd Samaria, Kings 16. 24. Some ot 
the antients,who did not remember this paflage, have 
believed that this word came from Shamuar, to keep, be- 
caule the King of Ajyria who had led the inhabitants 
of that Country away Captive, fent new colonies thi- 
ther tokeep it. And the Modern Samaritans alfo whe 
rejected the Hiftories of the Fews,maintain that the 
had their name from that Aebrew word [to keep 3 _ 
becaufe,they {ay,they faithfully kept theLaw of Mofes ; 
but ‘tis no uncoinmon thing te feeHiftories maintain’d 
trom pretended Etymologics, ince we have inftances 
enough of it both from the Greeks and Latins; one of 
which we have from the Romans, who faid,that Latium 
had its name from latere to hide, upon which they 
have invented thatCircumftance in the fable of Suturn, 
of hiding himfelf in /taly that he might not be 
taken by his fon. 

This town was the Capital of the ten tribes, until 
if was taken by Sa/manejer after a fiege of three years, 
when ‘tis prebable ‘twas entirely razed, from Micah 1, 
6. altho the facred Hiftory fays nothing of it. And 
‘tis very likciy ‘twas again rebuilt by the Cuthites 
who ere&ed a Temple at Gerizim, which was thrown 
down by Ayreanus an hundred and eight years before 
our Saviour’stime. Fe/ephus tells us that this prince 
fo utterly deftroy’d both Temple and City, that there 
remain*‘d no marks that there had ever been any 
Town ftanding there. A long time after which, Ga- 
dintus Governour of Syria reeftablifhed it, perhaps to 
keep Judea in awe, and gave it the name ot Gabdinia, 
wiuch it kept till AYerod‘s time,who having, imbellifh'a 
it,calied it Seba/tia in honour of Auguftus. Yet tor all 
thas,a. Neighbouring Town call’d Neapolw, and at this 
time, Napdloufe, was afterwards more Celebrated, and 
pajie) for the Capital of Samaria, And fome modern 
Authors have confounded Sebafia and Napaloufe, but 
Cellarius fhows their miftake, by proving that this laft 
City isthe fame with the antient Shechem, {ituated at 
the toot of Mount Gerizim; mention’d in Fudges,9. 7 
verfe. After the King of Syris had fubdued Samaria, 
he fent men to.inhabit there from Babylen, from Cuth, 
Ava, Hamath, and Sepharvaim: We have no very good 
account whereabouts thefe four laft places were, but 
tis very probable the Curhites were either beft known 
or moft numerous, becaufe the Fews have fince call'd 
the Samaritans by that name. Fofepbus and fome au- 
thors after him have affirm’d that Cuth was in Perfia, 
and Aust fays, that one part of Sufian which the Greeks 
named Ciffit was fo call‘d: But Scaliger thought the 
Curhites were a people of Colchide, becaule there was a 
Town call‘d Cutsem, the inhebitants whereof had re- 
ceived Circuincifion, which cuftom he believed was in- 
troduced by fome ofthe /fraelites being carryed thi- 
ther ; altho this epinioa iscontrary to what has beer 
received from antiquity. The Scripture fays abfolute- 
ly that the //raelites were led Captive into Afyria, and 
Media. And altho. the chief habitation of the Samari- 
tans ig at Napaloufe, yet fome modern Relations affure 
us’ that there are fome of em at Grand C4ir, Gaza,
